It is this day Ordered by the Irish Land Commis- 
sion that the following' Rules shall be in force in the 
Court of the Land Commission with regard to requisitions 
to have a case stated for the consideration and decision 
of Her Majesty’s Court of Appeal in Ireland, in addition 
to the 76th Rule of 12th December, 1883, the 3rd Rule 
of 20th May, 1887, and the Order of 4th July, 1887 : — 

1. On the lodgment of the Draft Case with the Regis- 
trar of the Land Commission, it shall be the duty of the 
party having the Carriage of the Proceedings thereon, 
within one week, to issue a Summons and serve it on 
the opposite party to have the case settled by the Judicial 
Commissioner in Chamber, and in default of the party 
having the Carriage of the Proceedings so doing, the Order 
giving liberty to state a case shall stand discharged 
unless the Court shall, by special Order, otherwise 
direct ; and the costs shall abide such Order as the Court 
shall deem just. 

2. After the Draft Case has been finally settled by 
the Judicial Commissioner, and has been transmitted to 
the party having the Carriage of the Proceedings in 
order to have the same engrossed, the Engrossment and 
Draft Case shall be returned to, and lodged with, the 
Registrar of the Land Commission within ten days 
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after the date of its transmission as aforesaid, and in 
default thereof the Order giving liberty to state a case 
shall stand discharged, unless the Court shall, by special 
Order, otherwise direct, and the costs shall abide such 
Order as the Court shall deem just. 
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
